The Genius of the Gospel.

Is it in the nature of things that a doc- 
trine, the principal ideas of which are not 
susceptible of being proved, still less dis- 
covered by mere reason, should live in all 
times, and be introduced among all nations; 
and not only so, but should become, in all 
times, and-in all nations, the vivifying prin- 
ciple of morality, and the beneficent auxil- 


‘iary of the progress of the human mind? 


In going over the different known reli- 
gions which divide the nations, we shall find 
none that meets all the conditions we have 
lau dann. Mohammedism, besides owing 
its “progress to the power of the sword, 
fails to favor the progressive advancement 
of the human mind, nay more, represses it. 
It is not suited to penetrate into all coun— 
tries; because it necessarily carries along 
with it polygamy and despotism, antayo- 
nisms of civilization. The religion of Hin- 
dostan fails to be moral, and is unfavorable 
to culture and liberty; every where it would 
need its own earth and sky, for which alone 
itis made. Universality is equally want- 
ing to the Jewish Teligion; for it does not 
desire it, ay more, repels it. It is a reli- 
gion entirely national and local; beyond 
Palestine itisexiled — The deficiency which 
exists in all the religions we have just nam— 
ed, exists also in all others. They want 
universality, perpetuity, morality, and Sn. 
pat hy with ‘progress, 

Such already is the answer to the question 
we have proposed; for no positive religion 
is found which has united all the conditions 
enumerated. We may say, with some de- 
yree of confidence, that such a thing is not 
possible, If it were, would it not have 
happened? And if it has not happened, 
will it ever happen? 5 

But even in consulting the nature of 
things, independent of the teachings of his- 
tory, the same answer will be obtained.— 
No man can give a religion to humanity. 
If natural religion be referred to, it is na- 


ture that gives it; and all that a man can 


do is to give form to its dogmas, by redu- 
cing its teachings to order; he can only 
restore to humanity what he has received 
from it, But, is it a positive religion which 
is referred to; one, T mean, the dogmas of 
Which human reason could not, of itself, 
Then, L ask, what eleva- 
tion of heart, of imagination, of reason, 
What stretch of genius, what wondrous di- 
vination, are supposed to belong to a man, 
to admit that the dogmas of his invention, 
the dogmas which nature has not given, 
shall be received in all countries, shall pre 
serve their adaptation in all times, shall be 
applicable to all the conditions of humanity 
and of society, in a word, shall be able to 


constitute, and shall actually constitute, 
the religion of the human race! 


It is with some degree of inconsiderate- 
ness that some men are spoken of as ad- 
vancing beyond their age. and impressing 
their own individual character upon gener- 
ations. These are, most of the time, men 


who have, better than others, understood, 


roduced into forms: more precise, and ex- 
pressed with greater energy, the dominant 
opinions of their era. They have proved 
what their age carried iu its bosom. They 
have concentrated, in the burning-glass of 
their genius, the rays of truth, which scat- 
tered in the world, have not yet been able 
to set it on fire. But their genius, the

I present 
them in their naked form. I seek not to 
justify them. No,—you can, if you will, 
be astonished and alarmed at these strange 
dogmas;—do not spare yourselves in this 
particular.

It is readily admitted that it is unworthy 
of a great mind to make war upon every 
one who succeeds beyond his desert. It is 
as true, though not so apparent, that such 
conduct is as impolitie as it is unworthy. 
If any one seeks to discomfit the imposter, 
he will have his desire soonest by conniving 
at his want of merit, and by leaving the 
nature of things to its own sure and quiet 
work. It is not easy to discover any effort 
that we may make, which will not add re- 
sources to the weak, and apology to the 
undeserving. The most deficient man, 
when put upon his guard, will find meaus 
on some side to render himself formidable. 
There is no one more fruitful in expedients 
than he, if he is once aware of his danger. 
His proper weakness. is, that he does not 
know his disadvantage, and he who makes 
this discovery to him has done him impor- 
tant service. There is nogstate in which 
there are so many uncertainties, as that of 
hostility; none in which men are placed so 
nearly upon equality. One of the promi- 
nent weaknesses of our, nature is seen in 
this, that men will abandon, in peace, ad- 
vantages for which, in war, they would 
have bravely died. It is upon this stage 
of the human character that most of the 
cunning of the world has played. The man 
who has more artifice than sineerity, will 
smile most insidiously upon him whose fall 
he desires. He will go round the lair of 
his defects upon tip-toe, lest he move a leaf; 
he will not teach him caution by obliging 
him to stand habitually upon his defence,

| Fionxsr Crry, May 11, 1855. 
From Camptonville to Forest City, wagons 


or re The footman tukes a trail ascend- 


ing E. S. E. by a farm-house or two with good 
fences and fine growing crops of wheat and bar- 
ley, in the midst of the noble pine forests. Even 
far up the Sierra ranges, the farmer may make a 
pleasant home. Saratoga hill about four miles 
from Camptonville, instead of a single hill, is 
rather a succession of spurs from a high ridge on 
the East. This region is but newly prospected. 
It appears to be of the same formation with 
Camptonville. A few men are running tunnels 
into the hills with confident hopes. If these suc- 
ceed, employment will be here afforded to a con- 
siderable number. ‘I'wo young men have cleared 
off a farm; and last year they raised large quan- 
tities of produce. They sold 18,000 Ibs. of. po- 
tatoes at from 9 to 12 cts. Still following the 
trail and crossing Oregon creek, we came out 
upon the main road from Nevada, and found a 
good hotel in a pleasant place called Plum Val- 
ley. The house is two gtories high, well built of 
blocks of hewn ine handsomely fitted up. 
Everything around Zhe building is neat and or- 
derly, and we partook here of the best meal that 
we have found in the mountains. prepared and 
served by a family whose manners and accom- 
plishments are of a high character. The bar is 
just where it should be, if it should be at all, in 
a separate, rough, uninviting building ; a fit por- 
tul for the intemperate. Pursuing our vourse 
now N. E., we reached the summit of an eleva- 
ted mountain ridge with the vast river gorges of 
the middle Yuba on the South, and those of Or- 
egon creek on the North. Here there opened to 
us a glorious prospect. Westward far away over 
mounthin ranges and peaks and hills, and deep 
gorges, an endless variety of scenery, and beyond 
it the great Sacramento valley, and still beyond, 
the coast range hard by the sea. And turning 
Northward, ata great distance, immense, dis- 
tinct mountains rise to the clouds. And still far- 
ther Kastward are yet higher peaks and ridges 
of the Sierra Nevadas, white with their vast 
fields of ice and frost. It isa scene to stir the 
soul with great emotions and lift it up to God.— 
While walking on, lost in enjoyment of so much 
grandeur and glory we fell upon wonders of a 
very different and opposite kind. Just over the 
path under some noble shadowing pines, singular 
minute objects, white and slightly clonguted, 
were moving in the air, not seeming insects, and 
yet life was connected with them, we knew not 
how. Quickly, hat in hand, boy-after-a-buttertly- 


fashion, by sundry strikes we succeeded in catch- 


ing a few of the little things: and lo, they were 
parent insects with light portable abodes for 
their tiny young, around which their feet were 
clasped and with which they fly through the air. 
Placing one upon the ground and sitting down 
we carefully rolled it over and marked with inter- 


est the instinctive attachment of this little insect, 


lying now prostrate and inactive as though dead, 


and yet her little feet fast fixed to the light abode. 


We would have spared her in admiration, but 
other motives prevailed. Compelling her grasp 
to relax, we took the little structure in hand, 
carefully examined, and tore it. Within was the 
young insect, the perfeet image of its parent in 
color and form, but small. A door in the end 
of its light abode permitted it to look out and 
to receive the fresh air. How beautiful this 
scene of animated nature! these insects sporting 
in the air and sunlight, and bearing. with them

| pleasant mining town late in the afternoon and 
strolled slowly up its principal street observing 


the number of miners „Who, just returned 
from their daily toil, seemed to swarm on either 
side and in all the public houses, Looking, as 
we passed, carefully into all the shops, stores and 
hotels, we perceived that general order uud so- 


briety prevailed, and men acted as though they 


had been at work ina regular business for life. 
In the large hotels, tables indeed for billiards 
were seen, and also other tables such as had evi- 


dently been used once for gambling, and would 


be yet so used, but no gambling was observed, 
and even billiards appeared but very poorly pat- 
ronized, Ob! what improvement is California 
society undergoing, Many children were sport- 
ing along us though happy in their mountain 
homes, and many a mother smiled sweetly upon 
them as they bounded with a shout aud a laugh 
into the door, A fine church building stood in 
a good position just back of the town, bespeah- 
ing for the people, thoughts of bleasedness, heav- 
en und God. 

A stranger in the midst of strangers, without 
a known friend, we passed along up the busy 


street hoping to find a hotel without a bar and 
gaming tables. When just despairing of the ob- 


ject sought we observed a fine house with its sign 
reading Davis Hotel.” Within all was quiet 
and stilluess, with its many boarders engaged in 
reading or pleasant conversation. Turning in 
we saw an empty bar with the intelligent land. 
lord engaged at his books. It proved just what 
we wished and just all we wished, and we found a 
good home, good order, good conveniences, good 


| company and good food. . Supper was nearly 


ready and aftersatisfying a keen appetite we re- 
tired to write. Low's dissolving views were that 
evening to be exhibited, and being invited to at. 
tend we embraced the opportunity. It was pleas- 
ing tosee that usefal exhibitions, and those im 
proving to the mind are beginning to take the 
place of strolling theatricals and dancing girls. 

The next day was spent in visiting all parts of

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this mining town. It is cut off from connection 
with other places almost entirely by its high en. 


circling mountains. Its business is what its own 


mining produces. Mining is here conducted not 
by hydrostatic force, as at Camptonville, but by 
tunneling under the hills which rise on either side 
of the town. Sometimes this can be done by 
running the tunnel directly into the banks of the 
creek when the creek runs upon the bed rock. 
But more commonly it is necessary to sink a 
shaft and from the bottom of the shaft to dig out 
or tunnel in various directions. The deepest 
sbaft here is 75 feet. ‘The gold seems to lie in a 
range or lead, half a mile or more in width and 
extending north and south to an unknown dis- 
tance. The bed rock is a blue slate, into which 
the gold is sometimes sunken one or two feet.— 
This rock scems to extend an immense distance, 
with little change from a level, though slightly 
dipping to the south. The mountains resting on 
this rock and lead, are of a boulder and gravel 
formation, and often probably one thousand feet 
high. What is also very surprising, they are 
capped with a distinct lava deposit from some 
ancient voleano, though this is not always the 
case. On the south side of the mountain which 
lies south of Forest City, the bed rock, with its 
rich gold lead comes out high up the side of the 
deep canon of Kanaka Creek. where mining is 
extensively carried on by tunnels at a town call- 
ed Smith’ Elat. Across Kanaka Creek the same 
lead is worked in the same way at a town called 
Chip's Flat. Passing through under another 
high mountain it again comes out on the other 
side, and is again extensively mined at a town 
called Minnesota. Crossing the vast gorge of 
the Middle Yuba, it is again worked at Orleans’ 
Flat, Moore's Flat, and on through and beyond 
other mountains, to- an undetermined distance. 
All these placess except the last, we visited, and 


were surprised at the changes and improvements 


in mining for the four years past, at the changes 
and improvements in society, and at the certain 
prospects of equal changes and improvements for 
years to come, till even the mountains of Califor- 
nia shall become most lovely localities for homes 
for multitudes of people. In these thriving 
towns we found many pleasant families and 
many intelligent miners, who seemed to appre- 
ciate and value the weekly visits of the “Pacitic,” 
admiring its ability in discussion, its decision in 
principles, and its candor in the measures it ad- 
vocates, re 

At Forest City the largest tunnels run in to 
the south towards Smith's Flat; some now ex- 
tending 1200 or 1400 feet, while from Smith's 
Flat others run in to the north toward. these even 
to a greater distance, always proving exceedingly 
rich in gold. Perhaps in a few years these tun- 
nels may intersect and an underground communi- 
cation for teams be established between these 
flourishing towns, instead of going over a steep 
mountain a thousand feet high. The mines, 
worked by sinking shafts, in the north of the 
town, dem perhaps richer than the tunnels, 
though worked with more difficulty. The pro- 
proprietor of: one of them, Mr. Dan'l Stephens, 
informed us that with fourteen hired workmen, 
his usual receipts were from two to three thou- 
sand dollars per week, though he had taken out 
ten thousand once or twice. Wages here by the 
day are five dollars without board. All seemed 
to be at work, and all contented. In some of the 
tunnels, particularly at Smiths and at Minnesota, 
large logs are found buried hundreds of feet un- 
der the gravel and boulder rocks, some complete- 
ly petrified, others partly, and others not at all, 
only turned partly to coal, The last are often 
cut with an axe like a Jog, to remove them out of 
the way. Then over the gravel above them lies 
often the stratum or vast deposit of Java, But 
nowhere in the region is there the Jeast indica 
tion that a voleano has been active for thousands 
and thousands of years past, 
mind go buck, far back in time, till the present 
dwindles to nothing when contemplating these 
remoants of ancient organized productions? 
Hundreds of thousands of years may have gone 
by, since these very buried logs were noble trees, 
growing amidst noble forests. In the steady, 
regular revolutions of the great earth, the same 
as now, all these long, long series of years have 
passed away. But just as really, and steadily 
und quickly as these series of years have passed, 
will pass an equal number more —and where will 
we be? you, thoughtful reader and we who write? 
Oh! how reasonable, how proper, that we let our 
minds take hold upon the truths of the sure word 
of God, and so live as that then we may, through 
the merits of Jesus Christ, be advanced in every 
perfection of holiness and bliss, as far as is possi- 
ble for constantly progressing intellects to be ad- 
vanced, and so continue progressing for ever and 
ever.

The following extract is from a letter dated 
Columbia, Cal. 

“But, believe me, a better day is coming. 
The gambling saloons are paying poorly. 
The reign of gamblers and fighting men is 
fast coming to anend. The better class of 
men—-I am happy to say they are the 
greater class—are beginning to be roused 


to a sense of their rights, if not to their du- 


ties. The worst men among us are fast dis- 
appearing. The revolver, by which they 
have ruled, and the publie sentiment, which 
they have ruled, are fast thinning their 
ranks. “They that take the sword, shall 


perish by the sword.” The blacksmiths of 


the county have declared that they will not 
work on the Sabbath ; many of our other 
mechanics and miners have done the same; 
und though the great number of foreigners 
will for a long time prevent us from enjoy- 
ing perfect quict on our Lord’s day, yet our 


own people will one day put a stop to the 


more noisy of Sabbath amusements. They 
might do it now, if they would act in the 
matter. But alas! every man seems in 
such haste, in this mad steeple chase for 
wealth, and all are so anxious to return 
“home,” that they have little time or incli- 
nation to spend much labor on the State 
they expect to leave so soon. Oh! if 1 
could reach every christian ear, in all that 
dear land we call “home,” I would say: 
Pray! pray earnestly, perseveringly, for 
California ! Pray for your sons and daugh- 
ters here! Pray for that little band—and 
what are we among so many—that are la- 
boring, praying, and scattering precious 
seed among these rocks, and ou these 
mountain sides. Pray for yourselves; for, 
the refluent human wave from these shores, 
heightened by all that our energy, our 
wealth, our wickedness can give, must dash 
over the Atlantic coasts, and send its 
spray far into the interior. Pray for the 
world; for Aa/f the energy of such a State 
as this, if only directed rightly, might, with 
(God's blessing, convert all its nations,— 
Brethren! Sisters !—Pray forus! We 
‘never forget you. A deeper silence settles 
over our congregations, disturbed, it may 


be, by a sob or sigh, as, on each Sabbath, 
the preacher leads their hearts to the throne 


of grace, pleading for “our dear, our native 
land.“ Meet us at the mercy seut! There 
are signs of good. Every spiritual effort 
Washes out golden sands, and here and 
there lumps of gold, that, purified, shall go 
to make up the crown of our Redeemer.” 

“Like Priest like people” is an old proverb. 
Like people like priest, isa sentiment equally 
true.

In another direction, there is a church that 
has for its preacher a young girl, some fif- 
teen years of age, whose advantages for 
education have been limited to a few 
months in the common school,”

read them intelligently in enlightened, beautifu 
christian assemblies. | :

“He says that there have been about two thou: 
sund Indians already collected at that place, and 
they are generally well pleased) with their situa- 
tion. About fifteen hundred aeres of land has 
been put under cultivation, almost exclusively ly 
Indian labor, and it is estimated that enough will 
„% yaised to supply five thousand people with 
food fora year. ‘The Tidians are tractable, aud 
learn to work very readily. The most of them 
are how at work getting out timber and boards 
to build houses for themselves and others that 
are expected to join them during the coming 
summicr. 

The land is well watered, admirably adapted 
to cultivation, and plenty of good timber can be 
obtained from the adjoining mountains. 

Heavy Rossery.—The Shasta Courier says 
that, “on Wednesday Mr. Moses Farrington left 
French Gulch for the purpose of settling some of 
his store bills in this town, and deposited in his 
saddle bags for that purpose four purses, con- 
taining $4,000 in gold dust.

A Story of Queen Philippa.

York Minster is a vast and magnificent } 
far more beautiful than any other ; 


building, 
England. I wandered through it 
for hours, wondering and admiring, never 


satisfied with gazing up at ite grand arches | 


of finely-carved stone, rising one above an- 
other, supported by immense colamns, and 
at the great windows of stained which 
seemed to turn all the light of 
glorious rainbows. Nor conld I ever tire 
of listening to the music of the noble 
‘now solemn, now joyful, and the sweet 
chanting of the young choristers, which 
made me dream 
ven and the singing of the saints in bless- 
edness. York Minster wus founded as long 
ago ag the year 627, by Edwyn, an Anglo- 
Saxon king of the Northumbrians. Init 
the young King Edward III was married 
to the Lady Philippa, of Hainault, in the 
year 1328. Edward was a brave and hand- 
some man, and a very good prince, but as 
for Philippa, she was one of the most beau- 
tifal and amiable, wise and noble, of prin- 
cesses. Even now, men speak her name 
reverently; and women are proud and hap- 
py that such a woman has lived. That was 
a splendid wedding. Such a magnificent 
rocession followed the royal pair into the 
finster—all the highest_ nobility of Eng- 
land and Seotland: Edward’s beautiful moth- 
er, Queen Isabelia, with her train of fair la- 
dies; foreign princes, with their suites; sol- 
diers and musicians, and richly-robed priests. 
The Minster was hung with rich draperies 
and strewn with flowers. Under the arch- 
es stood banners, so thick, that they shook 
and rustled against each other; and all 
down the aisles there was a great clang of 
swords and armor. But when Edward and 
Philippa stood before the altar, no one- no- 
ticed the splendor of the scene, for gazing 
on their youthful beauty; and every sound 
was hushed, that their voices ‘might be 
heard repeating the solemn words of the 
priest. Edward, brave and generous as he 
was, had a quick and stormy temper, and 
sometimes did cruel things, in the heat of 
passion, when away from Philippa. But 
that gentle queen, when beside her stern 
lord, never failed to plead with him to be 
merciful and forgiving. She was seldom 
seperated from her husband, but faithfully 
accompanied him in his journeys, wars and 
cruises, bravely choosing to share in all 
his toils and dangers. The most beautiful 
incident in the life of Queen Philippa was 
at the siege of Calais. The defenders of 
that city became at last so reduced by fam- 
ine that they were obliged to cupitulate.— 
At first Edward declared he would put 
them all to death; but his councillor, Sir 
Walter Manny, pleaded with him till he 
softened somewhat, and said, Tell the 
governor of Calais that the garrison and 
inhabitants shall be pardoned, excepting 
six of the principal citizens, who must sur— 
render themselves to death, and come forth 
with ropes round their necks, bare-headed, 
und bare-footed, bringing the keys of the 
town and the castle in their hands.” When 
Sir Walter bore this message to the gover- 
nor of Calais, he caused the bell to be rung, 


which called the inhabitants together inthe | besides its ancient church. 


town-hall, He then related to them with 
many tears the hard sentence of the king 
of England. It was receive with groans: 
and cries of grief and despair. But, after 
a short pause, the most wealthy) citizen of 
Calais, named Eustace St. Pierre, rose and 
said, (Gentlemen, both high and low, it 
would be a pity to let so many of our coun- 
trymen die of famine. If 1 die to serve 
my dear townsmen, I trust I shall find grace 
before the tribunal of God: I name myself 
first of the six.“ When Eustace had done 
speaking, his fellow-citizens threw them 
selves ut his feet, weeping and blessing him. 
Then another rich citizen rose and offered 
himself; then another, and another, and fi- 
nally the young son of St. Pierre threw 
himself into his father’s arms, and entreat- 


ed to be suffered to die with him; and so 


the number was made up. They were de- 
livered by the governor to Sir Walter Man- 
ny, who conducted them to the pavilion of. 
the king, when they knelt before him, say- 
ing that they came to die for the sake of 
their fellow-citizens. The poor men looked 
so pale and starved, and yet so brave and 
noble, that even the stern English knights 
aud barons wept and pleaded for them— 
Sir Walter most of all. But King Edward 
hated the people Calais for the great losses 
they had made him suffer by sea and land: 
so ordered the headsman to do his duty at 
once. Then Queen Philippa flung herself 
at his feet, clasped his knees, and begged 
him, as a proof of his love to her, for the 
blessed Savior’s sake, to spare the lives of 
those six men. As Edward looked down 
into her tearful face, his own grew soft and 
tender; for he remembered how she had 


looked when in her beautiful girlhood she 


had stood by his side before the altar in 
York Minster: so he lifted her up and kiss- 
ed her, and said, “Ah, lady, I wish you had 
been anywhere else than here; but you 
have so entreated, that I cannot refuse you: 
do as you please with them.” Then the 
queen condacted the six citizens to her 
apartments, had the haltars taken from 
their necks, had them clad in handsome 
clothes, and served with a plentiful diuner. 
Then she made each of them a present, and 
sent them home with an honorable escort. 
Ido not believe that these men ever 
went to bed after that day, without pray- 
ing for the good Queen Philippa, or bless- 
ing her memory.

From this singe fact science 
has evolved conelusions which overturn the 
lative hypotheses of Agassiz, Lyell, 
Sapa, and the whole host of modern geolo- 
gists.. It is well known that quartz and 
gneiss are primitive rocks which underlie 
the sundstoue rocks, It is assumed that 
when first found the feet were on this male 
1 but as they seemed slaty and 
of a coal-like texture, they were burned by 
the women, who prefer utility to scientific 
‘discovery. 
If this wus so, then probably the body 
was originally so buried that the feet ex- 
tended upward into the carboniferous stra- 
ta, and were petrified into coal. As the 
feet are now gone, it is perhaps improper 
to speculate upon their character, but lucki- 
ly science has this wonderful body and 
head. The body being a sandstone, proves 
that the petrifuction must have been done 
in the sandstone strata; and the head being 
of gneiss and quartz, proves that it must 
have been petrified into gneiss and quartz 
in the gneiss formation, We may be asked 
how this could happen, and the auswer is 
obvious, 
It is certain the man, when alive, must 
have inhabited the sandstone for a period, 
and if, as we think is evident, he was buri- 
ed head downward, and at just such a 
depth that his head came in the gneiss,and 
his body in the sandstone formation, then 
it is easy to conclude that his body petrified 
into sandstone, and his head into quartz 
and gneiss. Upon no other hypothesis can 
the quartz and gneiss head of this petrifac- 
tion be accounted for. It is hardly likely 
that the man was buried in sandstone stra- 
ta, where all but the head petrified, and 
that then, by some convalsion of nature, he 
was jammed into the lower primitive rocks, 
where he lay for ages, until, by some other
